In  the  limits  of  ^r/at/Aam  Associ¬ 
ation,  there  lias  been  no  general 
revival.  A  spit  it  of  seriousness  i 
lias,  however,  ptevailed  in  Braltle- 
boro’  and  Windham,  and  a  few 
hopeful  conver.sions  have  occurred. 

.V  very  interesting  workcomnienc-  j 
ed  in  Putney,  last  autumn,  which 
issued  in  20  or  30  hopeful  converts. 
In  most  of  the  town.s  are  sabbath 
schools, missionary  fields  and  those 
ehari table  associations,  that  are 
toiind  in  other  partsof  our  country.

church. 

In  Butland  Association,  several 
churches  have  been  visited  with 
the  special  operations  of  the  Holy 
Spirit.

tiddiaon  Association  has  bt'en  ^ 
highly  favored.  The  revivals, 
which  had  comniencetl  before  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
continueil,  in  several  instances, 
for  months  ;  and  since  that  meet¬ 
ing  the  churches  have  been  gatli- 
enng  in  the  slu*ave.s  of  a  rich  har¬ 
vest.

Salishurv,  and  nine?.l)urgh.  f  fi^, 
at  present,  the  churches  are  net 
blessed  vxith  special  eflusionsol 
the  Holy  Spirit,  yet  tbey  enjoy  i 
good  degree  of  bannony*. 

Coos  Association  has  witnessed 
some  speci.al  revivals.  In  Ouild 
hall,  50  have  become  hopeful  sob 
jocts  of  gi  ace,  and  38  have  made  a 
public  profession  of  religion.  Ir, 
Waterford,  33  have  been  added  to 
the  chinch. 

In  %Vi)rtli-ft'esterH  Association 
arc  no  special  revivals,  at  present, 
hilt  several  churches  have  been 
w  atered  with  the  dews  of  heaven 
dining  the  past  year.  In  Willis 
ton,  Jericho,  Essex,  Westford, 
Milton,  Knosliurgh,  Bakersfield, 
and  llighgate  are  rcckoaed  be¬ 
tween  r  and  800  hopeful  converts, 
some  <d'  w  hich  were  noticed  in  the 
re|«rt  of  last  rear. 

In  most  of  llie  towns,  where  tbe 
means  of  grace  aie  enjoyed,  tlic 
concert  for  prayer,  and  f'abbatl. 
schools  are  generally  attended. 
Some  of  the  revivals,  already  no¬ 
ticed,  have  been  effected  by  the 
instrumentality  ofthc  Vermont  Ju¬ 
venile  Missionary  Society;  anil  «e 
hu\e  reason  for  abundant  gratitude 
to  (iod  for  the  blessings  alread’r 
diffused  bv  that  infant  society. 

From  tlie  (ifneral  Jhsem'bl^  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  we  have 
hoard  tidings  of  great  joy.  Wliilc 
that  body  and  the  friends  of  /loit 
within  their  hounds  lament  ti'e  ('re- 
valence  of  vice,  stupidity  and  mo 
ral  daikness  in  numernu')  install 
ce.s,  to  an  alarming  extent,  tliey 
mention  glorious  seasons  of  !••- 
freshing  iVom  the  pre.seiice  of  tbe 
Jiord,  enjoyed  in  many  congreg; 
tions.  Never,  perha|»s,  had  the 
General  .\ssemhly  greater  occa¬ 
sion  for  gratitude,  tJian  at  flieir 
last  session,  and  never  an  opimr 
tunity  to  make  a  lichee  lecord  nl 
the  iiiwcv  of  God.  The  Divine

:<einin.irv  at  Princeton.  Altho 
ihecitv  of  New-York  is  afflicteil, 
at  present,  with  rlistressiiig  pesti- 
Ifiicei  vet  it  lias  Seen  recently 
blesseil*  with  revivals  :  Sa'.i- 
bath  schools  and  the  monthly  con¬ 
ceit  are  attended,  and  blessed  of 
G<k1, and  various  plans  ot  benevo¬ 
lence  are  in  successful  operation. 
The  union  recently  ettected  be¬ 
tween  the  General  .\ssenibly  of 
t'le  Presbyterian  (’hurch  and  the 
Associate  Keformed  .Synod  is  wor- 
thv  id' particular  attention  and  fer- 
vpiit  gratitude. 

The  delegates  from  the  General 
Jinociatiun  of  Connecticut  bring 
cheering  news.  Altho  special  re¬ 
vivals  of  religion  have  not  been  so 
numerous  as  in  the  preceding  year, 
et  tliere  have  been  a  goodly  nuin- 
er,  and  the  churches  have  been 
receiving  the  fruits  or  gleanings  of 
former  ones.  Upwards  of  .'>,000 
during  the  past  year  have  been 
addetf  to  the  Congregational  ' 
churches.  In  some  towns  in  Tol-  ' 
land  county,  there  arc,  at  present,  ' 
special  and  apparently  increasing 
effusions  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Sab¬ 
bath  schools  are  in  successful  op¬ 
eration.  Hible,  Missionary,  and 
other  benevolent  societies  continue 
t«  receive  cheerful  aud  liberal  sup¬ 
port,  and  the  P'oreign  Mission 
School  at  Cornwall  still  enjoys  tlie 
smiles  of  heaven. 

The  intelligence  from  the  Gen- 
oral  Jiasociation  of  ^^lasfachusetts 
is,  that  the  friends  of  evangelical 
truth  are  steadily  increasing  in 
numbers  and  courage  in  tiiosc 
parts  of  the  states  where  error  has 
most  prevailed.  The  churches  in 
Kerkshire  county  have  been  sig¬ 
nally  blessevi  witli  the  etfiisions  of 
the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  between  6 
and  700  have  professed  their  faith 
m  Christ.  Other  churches  in  dif; 
terent  parts  of  the.  Stat»"  have  been

more  or  less  refreshed  vvith  the 
dews  of  heavenly  grace.  The 
churches  connected  w  ith  the  .As¬ 
sociation  are  generallv  enjoying 
the  labors  of  evangelical  pastors, 
and  are  distinguished  foi  order  and 
harmoiiv . 

From  the  General  dissociation 
of  *\eic-Jl(impsliire,  gi  iitifving  in- 
lelligeiice  is  received  that  many 
feeble  churches  have  been  encoui  - 
aged  and  strengtheneil  by  the  ol’« 
forts  of  the  New-Hampshiic  .Mis¬ 
sionary  Society,  and  that  some 
waste  places  have  been  built ;  yet 
much  remains  to  he  tione  before 
all  the  moral  desolations  in  the 
State  will  be  converted  into  fruit¬ 
ful  fields.  While  th»T  comiiiuni- 
cate  the  humbling  intelligence 
that  in  some  parts  of  the  State 
many  jwofessors  of  ivligion  niaiii- 
iest  little  of  the  form,  and  less  of 
the  power  of  vital  godliness,  they 
at  the  same  time  bring  cheering 
accounts  of  the  triumphs  of  divine 
grace  in  many  towns,  mostly  bor- 
vlering  on  Connecticut  river,  and 
that  evangelical  truth,  and  practi¬ 
cal  piety  and  benevolence  are, 
generally,  advancing  and  exerting 
a  salutary  intluence  in  th« 
churches.

itenunciation  of  Idolatry  at  Uuruta^ 


relating  to  tl)is  event  having  been  , 
peculiarly  interesting  uiid  eiicoiir-  | 
SRing  to  ns,  we  are  desirous  titat 
all  who  aie  anxious  for  the  univer-  i 
sal  spread  of  divine  truth,  an«l  feel 
interested  in  the  success  of  Chris¬ 
tian  missions,  may  be  acquainted 
witli  it,  that  they  may  be  partakers 
with  us  of  our  joy. 

On  the  8th  of  March  last,  wc 
saw  a  strange  sail  at  sea,  which 
made  towards  the  reef,  and  appear¬ 
ed  to  be  determined  to  hazard  run¬ 
ning  on  it,  instead  of  bearing  up  for 
the  proper  harbor,  a  practice  re¬ 
sorted  to  by  the  natives  wlien  in 
extremitv.  Perceiving  their  im¬ 
minent  danger,  the  chiefs  manned 
out  bo.ats  and  went  otf  to  pilot  the 
strangers  safely  into  the  harbor  ; 
when  they  arrived  we  fouml  they 
were  natives  of  the  island  of  llu- 
rutu.  They  had  come  from  Mau- 

Siti,  touched  on  their  voyage  «t 
lorabora,  but  conld  not  get  in  for 
the  contrary  wind.  They  had  been 
drifted  about  at  sea  for  three 
weeks,  and  latterly  vvitlnint  food 
and  w’ater,  excepting  sea  water, 
which  they  were  obliged  to  drink. 
Contrary  winds  drove  them  from 
their  own  island  ;  Imt  tlie  Lord, 
to  whose  merciful  desigtis  winds 
and  waves  are  subservient,  pro¬ 
tected  and  guided  them  to  tiiese 
islands.  Maupiti  was  the  first 
island  they  could  make. 

They  were  exceedingly  aston¬ 
ished  at  tlu»  difTerence  of  customs, 
men  and  women  eating  together  ; 
the  Areoi  Society,  their  dances, 
and  every  lascivious  game  com¬ 
pletely  put  away.  When  they 
neard  of  the  new  system  of  reli¬ 
gion,  and  saw  the  people  worship 
ping  the  living  and  true  God,  they 
were  convinced  of  its  propriety 
and  superiority,  and  immediately 
began  to  learn  to  read. 

Tlie  chief,  with  his  wife  and  a 
few  others,  went  asluire  at  Bora- 


bora.  Mr.  Orsnumd,  the  Mivsiut,- 
ary  of  that  station,  paid  every  at 
tention  to  them  during  their  short 
stay  ;  gave  them  books,  and  Itejau 
to  teach  them  to  reatl ;  but  as  thf 
canoe  and  the  greate.r  part  of  tlio 
people  were  at  llaiatea,  they  soon 
followed.  They  were  about  25  in 
number,  men  and  women.  \\v 
set  apart  a  certain  time  for  their 
instruction,  supplied  them  all  with 
elementary  booVs,  and  gave  them 
in  charge  to  our  deacons,  v.liowert- 
very  much  pleased  with,  and  dili- 
gent  in  the  rlischarge  of  tlieir  new 
oilice.  'Pheir  language  being  «oiue- 
wliat  dillerent,  the  deacons  could 
make  tl’cmsclves  understood  some 
wi.at  better  than  we  could. 

Auura,  their  chief,  paid  particii 
lar  attention,  as  well  as  his  wile; 
the  greaier  part  of  the  others  vveK' 
ratlier  slothful.  He  appeared  to 
appreciate  the  worth  of  knowledge, 
and  the  value  of  the  good  tidings  of 
salvation;  his  attention  was  great, 
and  his  questions  upon  general 
subjects  were  very  judicious  ;  but 
bis  attention  to  and  questions  uii- 
on  our  discourses  w'ere  such  as 
surprised  not  only  the  Ralatean 
but  ourselves  also.  We  think  lu 
possesses  a  very  acute  ^iidgineiit 
so  far  as  he  knows.  e  do  not 
wish  in  thus  speaking,  to  be  under 
stood  that  we  believe  him  to  be 
what  would  be  called  in  England 
a  converted  person,  fhougii  wc 
have  now  indubitable  evidence  that 
he  is  a  true  convert  fr#m  idolatry 
to  Christianity.  God  hath  called 
him  and  his  people  out  of  dark¬ 
ness  to  the  knowledge  of  his  Son 
Christ  Jesus.  May  they  soon  re¬ 
ally  know  Him,  whom  to  know 
aright  is  eternal  life.  Auura  was 
continually  expressing  his  anxious 
desire  to  return  to  his  own  land, 
and  to  carry  to  his  poor  country¬ 
men  tlie  knowledge  he  ha«l  obtain¬ 
ed  of  the  true  (»od,  and  his  Son 
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jf^us  CNi  wt,  expressing  his  fears 
n  nil  aifectionate  manner,  (hat 
when  lie  gnt  back,  he  should  hnd 
,erv  few  left,  as  the  evil  spirit 
«a«  killing  them  so  fast. 

'riie  brig  Uoj»e,  Captain  (iriinoK, 
irom  Lnndun,  touched  a(  Haiatea 
oD  Julv  the  r)(l :  we  mentioned  to 
(lie  captain  our  wish  to  get  these 
mtur  people  back  to  (heir  own 
i'lanil ;  he,  w  ith  a  readiness  which 
does  him  the  highest  credit,  olier- 
P(i  immediately  to  touch  at  their 
island,  and  to  take  our  boat  in 
uitt,  that  W'e  might  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity,  should  our  bgat  return 
Irom  this  yet  unknown  land,  to 
open  a  communication  with  the 
native*.  We  sent  for  .\uura  the 
Mef,  and  his  wife,  who  were  high- 
r  delighted  with  the  prospect  of 
'timing  ;  but  he  raised  an  ob- 
tion  to  going  to  his  land  of  dark- 
•■js  unless  he  had  some  one  with 
■m  to  in-^truct  him  and  his  peo- 
le.  ^Ve  were  rather  at  a  loss 
low  to  act ;  however,  we  imme¬ 
diately  called  on  the  deacons,  in- 
tnrnied  them  of  the  circumstance, 
and  desired  them  to  in<|uire  wl  o 
would  volunteer  tlicir  services  to 
^0  as  teaciiers  to  these  jioor  peo¬ 
ple.  'I’hey  assembled  the  church, 
when  two  came  forward,  we  hope 
witli  tiie  spirit  and  language  of  the 
proplietof  old,  “Here  we  are,  send 
u-.'*  'I’hey  were  the  very  men  we 
oiould  have  chosen,  had  w  e  thought 
It  prudent  to  nominate ;  but  know- 
mg  that  it  was  at  the  hazard  of 
their  lives,  and  that  of  their  wives 
and  little  ones,  we  dared  not  to  in¬ 
terfere,  hut  left  it  to  Him  w  ho  dis¬ 
poses  the  hearts  and  thoughts  of 
men  according  to  His  will.  Ma- 
liaiiimene,  a  deacon,  having  a  wife, 
but  no  children,  was  one  ;  Puna, 
a  steady,  and  we  hope  a  truly  pi¬ 
ous  man,  having  a  wife,  with  two 
Hiildren,  was  the  other  ;  they  were 
Vli  men  we  ronid  ill  spare,  on 


account  of  their  steadiness  aixt 
our  coniidence  in  them  ;  but  suciv 
characters  are  the  only  proper  per¬ 
sons  fur  such  a  work,  tUereUwe 
every  other  consideration  was 
obliged  to  give  way.  To  select  a 
crew  to  bring  luick  our  boot,  v^us 
the  next  consideration  :  as  thi.'« 
t<H)k  up  the  greatest  part  of  the 
night,  they  had  but  a  shm  t  time  to 
get  ready  for  the  ship,  which  wa* 
to  sail  early  the  next  moi  Ring. 

The  brig  got  under  weigh  the  5th 
of  July,  and  after  most  afiection- 
ately  committing  Mahameiie  and 
Puna,  with  tiieir  wives  and  little 
ones,  to  tlie  care  of  our  Lord  and 
God  in  the  presence  of  the  congre-’ 
gation,  w  e  gave  to  each  a  tetter  in 
English  and  Tatihan,  ircogoizing 
them  us  under  the  patronage  of  the 
London  .Missionary  Society,  with 
our  sanction,  aitd  recommending 
them  to  any  captains  of  veotels 
tnat  might  touch  at  Kurutu. 

The  vessel  layiug  to,  outside 
the  reef  for  us,  prevented  our  hav¬ 
ing  a  regular  service  ;  but  thA 
short,  it  was  both  affecting  and  in¬ 
teresting.  At  length  we  conduct¬ 
ed  our  new  fellow  laborers  to  the 
l)rig.  The  captain  paid  every  at¬ 
tention  ;  took  our  boat  in  tow  and 
departed,  leaving  us  anxiously 
waiting  to  hear  in  due  season  of 
their  reception  and  success — nor 
were  we  disappointed. 

Part  of  the  night  previous  to 
their  departure  was  spent  in  sup 
plying  them  as  well  as  we  could 
with  those  articles  which  they 
would  find  both  necessary  ami 
useful.  Every  member  of  the 
church  brought  something  as  a 
testimonial  of  his  affection— -on* 
brought  a  razor,  another  a  knife, 
another  a  roll  of  cloth,  another  a 
few  nails ;  some  one  little  thing 
and  some  another  ;  we  gave  them 
all  the  elementary  books  we  could 
spare,  with  a  few  of  the  Tahitan 
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Oos[H*U  of’  Mathew.  Thus  we  | 
e(|uipped  them  for  this  interest-  ‘ 
in^  little  mission  as  well  as  our  I 
cirrumstances  would  allow.  j 

On  August  5fth,  after  little  bet-  ! 
ter  than  a  month’s  absence,  we  had  j 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  boat  re-  I 
turn  laden  with  prisoners,  the  "otIs  * 
of  the  heathen,  taken  in  this  blood-  . 
less  war,  won  by  the  blood  of  Him  , 
who  is  the  Prince  of  Peace.  They 
weru  six  days  out  at  sea  in  the  .

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Kxtracts  of  Letters.  i 

.tfr.  Jones  to  the  Domestic  Secreta- 
rif,  June  1,  1822. 

Since  the  doth  of  January  last, 
it  has  been  my  lot,  through  the 
leadings  of  Divine  Providence,  to 
take  charge  of  the  school.  .As  you 
inav  w'ish  to  know  its  situation,  1 
will  briefly  give  you  the  informa¬ 
tion. 

.At  the  time  1  first  entered  the 
school,  not  one  Indian  youth  knew 
his  letters.  Five  ran  now  readilv 
spell  and  read  in  words  of  three 
syllables.  When  I  first  took 
c^harge  of  them,  they  hail  not  begun 
to  show  their  peculiar  dispositions : 


nor  did  they  until  three  or  foyr 
weeks  had  passed  away.  At  this 
period,  it  seeiniHl,  for  six  or  seven 
weeks,  that  the  adversary  of  all 
good  was  determined  to  o\'erthrow 
all  the  designs  of  mercy  towards 
this  people.  But  by  the  blessing 
of  God  upon  the  means  used,  the 
enemy  seems  to  have  lost  his  in¬ 
fluence,  and  at  present  the  school 
is  in  a  pros|>erous  state..  The  In¬ 
dian  boys  are  now  as  orderly  as 
most  boys  with  whom  I  have  liecn 
ac<|uain‘ted  in  Xew-England.  We 
have  iM)w  twelve.  Indian  youtlisin 
our  family,  and  there  is  only  one 
w’ho  does  not. know  the  alphabet. 

The  family,  are  generally  in 
good  health,  and  are  greatly  'pr(»s- 
[wred.  The  fanners  have  thisdav 
finished  ploughing  a  field  of  fortv 
acres,  more  than  half  of  which  rs 
planted,  and  the  corn  hoed  once. 
Had  it  not  been  for  the  rise  of  wa¬ 
ter,  the  saw-mill  would  have  been 
in  operation  in  July,  and  the  grist¬ 
mill  soon  after.  At  present,  the 
river  is  very  high,  ami  we  canout 
tell  when  it  will  be  sufficiently 
low  to  permit  the  dain-tii  be  built. 

HF.NKF1T  OK  SABHATH  StHOOI.S. 

The  following  statements  were 
made  by  the  Kev.  W.  Goodell, 
Missionary  to  Palestine,  to  the 
“Visiting  Committee”  of  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  in  New-Y’ork. 

In  the  account  of  a  revival  in 
the  State  of  New-Y’ork,  it  is  stat¬ 
ed,  that  of  thirty-five  persons,  who 
were  hopeful  sharers  in  the  w(»ck, 
twenty-seven  belonged  to  Sabbath 
schools  in  that  place.  Of  one  hun¬ 
dred  persons,  who  united  with  a 
church  in  the  course  of  a  single 
year,  ninety  eight  had  enjoyed  the 
blessings  of  a  Sabbath  school  in¬ 
struction.  It  is  said,  that  of  the 
Missionaries,  who  have  gone  fnnn 
tireat  Britain  to  the  heatlien,  nine< 
teen  twentietlis  became  pious  a« 
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the  Sabbath  sichools.  And  tl>at  of 
the  ortiHMiox  ministers  in  England, 
are  under  forty  years  of  age, 
inoiT  than  two  tiurds  became  pious 
at  •iabbath  schools.  Hciuleison 
aiul  I’alterson,  who  liave  done  such 
wonders  on  tiic  continent, in  regard 
to  the  Mible  cause,  it  is  said  receiv¬ 
ed  their  first  impressions  at  Sab- 
batli  schools.  The  celebrated  Dr. 
Morrison,  Missionary  in  the  vast 
fiiipirc  of  China,  who  has  recently 
translated  the  whole  Bible  into 
Cliiiiese,  a  language  spoken  by  the 
largest  associated  population  on 
tlie  globe— became  pious  at  a  Sab¬ 
bath  school !  O  !  who  can  tell,  how 
many  Brainerds,  and  Buchanans, 
and 'Monisuus,  and  Martyns,  and 
Harriet  Newells,  God  is  training  in 
these  schools,  to  become  the  bles¬ 
sed  instruments  of  renovating  the 
world  1 !  !

When  I  say  to  sinners,  come  to 
Christ  just  as  you  are,  it  is  my  in¬ 
tention  to  tell  them  to  come  whol¬ 
ly  in  the  character  of  ill  deserving 
creatures,  and  therefore  to  come 
iminediatelv,  without  the  least  at- 
fein|)t  to  do  any  thing  to  merit 
llicir  acceptance.

witlioat  any  characteT.  lie  had 
lost  his  character,  and  he  did  not 
stay  to  retrieve  it,  ami  so  fill  hla 
pockets  with  certificates  which 
should  serve  to  convince  liisfativer 
that  he  had  reformed  his  life.  No, 
in  distinction  from  every  thing 


which  would  tend  to  keep  his  prirlc 
in  countenance,  he  might  he  saiii 
to  return  to  his  father  just  as  he 
was,  a  poor,  wretched  prodigal. 
Ilis  yVit/jer’s  mercy  v\as  all  his 
hope.  His  own  goodness  he  did 
not  plead  ;  nor  did  he  make  any 
dependance  on  it.  But  mind  this, 
— he  actually  returned.  “He  a- 
rose  ami  enme  to  his  father.”  This 
was  a  real  and  not  a  feigned  re¬ 
turn.  Yet  in  his  lowest  st.ite  ot 
degradation,  he  never  felt  more 
entirely  worthless  and  ill  deserv¬ 
ing,  and  without  a  character,  than 
when  his  father  met  him.

A 
second  edition  of  20,000  is  nearlv 
half  printed  off,  and  a  third  e<li- 
tion  of  5,000  copies  is  printed  in 
Moscow.  The  book  of  Psalms  in 
the  .Modern  Russ,  without  the  Scla- 
vonian  Text,  has  also  left  thr 
press ;  and  will  speedily  come  in¬ 
to  circulation.  The  edition  con¬ 
sists  of  15,000  copies.  'I’fie  Pen 
tateuch,the  books  of  Job,  Proverbs, 
and  Ecclesiastes  are  translateiE 
and  the  Committee  of  revision  arc 
about  to  begin  to  examine  them.
